And in Vietnam's southernmost 
province, An Xuyen, eight South 
Vietnamese were killed and 60 
wounded in a mortar barrage. 
With the enemy offensive now 
entering its ninth week, the pur- 
pose of the increased attacks 
obviously was to raise the allied 
casualty toll at small cost to the 
Viet Cong and North Vietna- 
mese.

RELIEF FOR POOR, TOO 
Tax Package From Nixon 
Calls For Cut In Surtax 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Presi- 
dent Nixon sent Congress today 
a tax reform package Includ- 
ing a one-half cut in the 10 per 
cent income tax surcharge with- 
in a year and removal of two 
million poor families from all 
income tax liability. 
Nixon, in an eight-fold tax re- 
form package, also proposed 
immediate repeal of the 7 per 
cent investment tax credit. 
Changing his position on a one- 
year tax extension of the sur- 
tax, Nixon proposed that it ap- 
ply in full only until Jan. 1, 
1970 and after that be cut to 5 
per cent. 
"If economic and fiscal condi- 


tions permit," he said, "we can 
look forward to elimination of 
the remaining surtax on June 
30, 1970." 
The reform 
package, which 


Nixon's statement called "long 
overdue," also includes a tax- 
the-rich provision to assure 
that the affluent pay some tax 
despite their ability to use de- 
ductions. 
The new "minimum income 
tax" would set a 50 per cent 
limit on the use of the major 
tax preferences that are subject 
to change by law. 


"This limit on tax prefer- 
ences," Nixon's message said, 
"would be a major step toward 
assuring that all Americans 
bear their fair share of the fed- 
eral tax burden." 
At the other end of the income 
scale, the President said, the 
"low income allowance will re- 
move an estimated 2.2 million 
lower income families from the 
tax roles and assure that fami- 
lies in poverty pay no federal in- 
come tax." 
The message said a family of 


4 would pay no income tax on 
income below $3,500; a mar- 
ried couple with $2,300 income 
could pay nothing, instead of the 
$100 they now pay; single per- 
sons, students and others who 
earn up to $1,700 in taxable 
income and now pay $117 tax, 
would pay nothing. 


The recommended repeal of 
the 7 per cent investment tax 
credit was a reversal of the 
Nixon administration's 
posi- 


tion. The change was made be- 
cause the tax credit, a stimu- 
lant to business investment in 
new plant and equipment, has 
been widely criticized as fueling 
the flames of inflation.

WASHINGTON (A P)- Presi­ 
dent Nixon sent Congress today 
a tax reform package includ­ 
ing a one-half cut In the 10 per 
cent Income tax surcharge with­ 
in a year and removal of two 
million poor families from all 
Income tax liability. 
Nixon, In an eight-fold tax re ­ 
form package, also proposed 
Immediate repeal of the 7 per 
cent Investment tax credit. 
Changing his position on a one- 
year tax extension of the sur­ 
tax, Nixon proposed that it ap­ 
ply in full only until Jan. 1, 
1970 and after that be cut to 5 
per cent. 
“ If economic and fiscal condi­ 
tions permit,” he said, “we can 
look forward to elimination of 
the remaining surtax on June 
30, 1970.” 
The reform 
package, which 
Nixon’s statement called “ long 
overdue,” also Includes a tax- 
the-rich provision to assure 
that the affluent pay some tax 
despite their ability to use de­ 
ductions. 
The new “ minimum Income 
tax” would set a 50 per cent 
limit on the use of the major 
tax preferences that are subject 
to change by law. 
“This limit on tax prefer­ 
ences,” Nixon’s message said, 
“would be a major step toward 
assuring that all Americans 
bear their fair share of the fed­ 
eral tax burden.” 
At the other end of the income 
scale, the President said, the 
“ low income allowance will re ­ 
move an estimated 2.2 million 
tower income families from the 
tax roles and assure that fami­ 
lies in poverty pay no federal in­ 
come tax.” 
The message said a family of 
4 would pay no income tax on 
income below $3,500; a m ar­ 
ried couple with $2,300 income 
could pay nothing, instead of the 
$100 they now pay; single per­ 
sons, students and others who 
earn up to $1.700 in taxable 
income and now pay $117 tax, 
would pay nothing. 
The recommended repeal of 
the 7 per cent investment tax 
credit was a reversal of the 
Nixon administration’s 
posi­ 
tion. The change was made be­ 
cause the tax credit, a stimu­ 
lant to business investment in 
new plant and equipment, has 
been widely criticized as fueling 
the flames of inflation. 


The White House did not ela­ 
borate 
immediately on the 
workings of the proposed new 
“ low 
income allowance," but 
promised to do so at a special 
briefing by Treasury Depart­ 
ment officials tonight.On Tues­ 
day the details will be spelled 
out to the tax-making House 
Ways and Means Committee. 


Officials said the over-all ef­ 
fect of the tax bundle would be 
to increase revenues by $4 bil­ 
lion — about $3 billion through 
repeal of 
the Investment tax 
credit and $1 billion through 
closing of loopholes -- and to 
reduce tax collections by abon* 


the same amount by cutting the 
surtax in half next January and 
initiating the new “ low income 
allowance.” 
Elimination of the investment 
credit, it was pointed out, will 
permit Nixon at a later date to 
substitute for that device a new 
credit to stimulate industry’s 
investment in factories and Job- 
training programs in the slums. 
The President announced also 
that he is asking Secretary of 
the Treasury David M.Kennedy 
for a complete review of the 
entire federal tax system. 
The recommendations should 
be in hand by next November 
30, Nixon said.

British Troops Guard Key Irish Positions

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) —British troops guarded 
key installations against sabo­ 
tage today after weekend bomb 
blasts rocked Northern Ireland 
and rioting scarred the city of 
Londonderry. 
The British army has about 
6,000 troops stationed in North­ 
ern Ireland. They were under 
orders not to intervene in any 
civil disorders, leaving antiriot 
duties to the police. The 3,000 
man Royal Ulster Constabulary 
was reinforced by 1,000 special 
reservists and another 1,000 
were to be called up, officials 
said. 
Prime 
Minister 
Terence 
O'Neill called on the British 


army for help Sunday night aft- 
e r explosions crippled Belfast's 
power and water facilities anda 
series of firebombings left nine 
city post offices and a bus sta­ 
tion blazing. 
The bombings were believed 
to be politically motivated, pro­ 
testing the division of Ireland 
and Northern Ireland’s mem­ 
bership in the United Kingdom. 
The 
Londerderry riots were 
sparked by religious feuding, 
aggravated by charges of police 
brutality. 
Two days of rioting in that 
city left an estimated 260 per­ 
sons injured—110 Saturday and 
150 Sunday. The official casual­ 
ty toll listed 180 policemen and 
79 civilians hospitalized. 


Roman Catholics, who com­ 
prise about a third of the prov­ 
ince's 1.5 million people, first 
took to the streets of Lon­ 
donderry last October, charging 
that Protestants were favored in 
jobs, housing and local voting 
procedures. 
The Protestant 
Unionists in turn accused the 
Catholics of seeking to sever 
the ties with Britain. 
In Londonderry on Saturday 
the police intervened to head off 
a clash between Catholics and 
P rotestants, but die demonstra­ 
tors turned on the police. In the 
fighting that followed, a mob 
tried to strom a police station 
but was beaten back by police 
charging with nightsticks. 
Fighting 
resumed 
Sunday 


when a crowd of about 200 in 
Londonderry's 
predominantly 
Catholic Bogside district stoned 
the 
police, 
and 
the 
police 
charged the crowd. 
Demonstrators in at least six 
other Northern 
Irish towns 
blocked main roads in sympa­ 
thy with the Londonderry riot­ 
ers. 
Bernadette Devlin, a 21- 
year-old civil 
rights leader 
elected to Britain's Parliament 
last 
week, joined a sit-down 
demonstration at Dungiven, 15 
m lies from Londonderry on the 
road to Belfast. 
She said she witnessed the 
Londonderry riots and accused 
the police of ’ ‘sheer animal bru­ 
tality/* 
Police spokesmen denied the 


brutality charges and said the 
fact that 180 officers were in­ 
jured “ speaks for itself." 


While the Ulster constabulary 
were occupied in Londonderry, 
a gelignite explosion cut water 
supplies to Belfast from the Si­ 
lent Valley reservoir in the 
Mourne Mountains. Spokesmen 
said water would have to be ra ­ 
tioned in large areas of the capi­ 
tal. 


Both bomb blasts were near 
the Irish Republic border, lead­ 
ing to speculation that the out­ 
lawed Irish Republican Army, 
which has been mostly quiet 
during the civil rights cam­ 
paign, has gone on the offen­ 
sive.

Preparing a set of rules which

There are several 
basic rules, however, which 
would generally apply to all 
boys. A boy should be taught 
to respect the property and 
rights of others. He must un- 
derstand that only by respect- 
ing the rights of others can he 
expect to have any rights of his 
own. 


A boy should be taught good 
manners, not just pink tea or 
party behavior manners but ev- 
eryday, all-the-time good man- 
ners to be used at home, in 
school, anywhere. Good man- 
ners largely determine how a 
person gets along with others 
all through life. 


A boy should learn a sense 


of responsibility. That is, he 
should know that certain things 
are expected of him and that 
he must do his best to deliver; 
with his studies, his chores a- 
round the house, his behavior in 
general. 
Every young male should be 


taught the physical and moral 
facts of life, beginning at an 
early age. The young person 


who knows the true score about 
sex and the moral obligations 
which go with it, is less apt to 
make serious mistakes. 
The importance of choosing 


only the right kind of compan- 
ions is also a valuable lesson 
for young people to learn. When 
teens choose questionable com- 
panions they usually learn to 
their dismay that a person is 
often critically judged by the 
company he keeps.

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Economy And High Salaries

The tax-paying public Is at liberty to take what comfort It may 


from the State Senate's rather shamefaced approval of a $3200- 
a-year raise for all members of the Legislature —a 20 per cent 
hike devised, no doubt, to make the economy-minded lawmakers 
work 20 per cent harder toward their unanimously embraced goal 
of helping Governor Reagan ease the breakback burden of property, 
sales, and income taxes. 


The economic principle which holds that taxes maybe reduced 


by thus increasing governmental costs is entangled in fiscal techni- 
calities that are not easily explained, but It is one that apparently 
the Congress also applied when it boosted salaries substantially all 
around — for its own membership, for the President, his Cabinet, 
the Vice President, the Speaker and for Federal judges —while val- 
iantly flailing away at inflation as Public Enemy Number One at a 
time when the economy and general welfare are unaer grave attack. 


In this instance, too, there is no simple explanation of how these 


fat and juicy raises help to brake the inflationary spiral, and, at the 
same time, so do deep cuts in spending for job training, housing, 
education and things like that. 


The taxpayers who are now beating their breasts and threaten- 


ing a tax revolt are not without sin. They voted in 1966 to raise the 
Legislators' salaries from $6000 a year to $16,000, and at the same 
time practically invited them to tilt it annually by 5 per cent. It is 
only fair to note, also, that here and there a legislator displayed a 
twitch of conscience. One said he had introduced a number of wel- 
fare-tightening bills and couldn't consistently vote himself a raise. 
Another observed that the taxpayers are restless. But nobody sug- 
gested that if taxes should hurt, so should salaries.

WASHINGTON — George Wal- 
lace, the ex-governor of Ala- 
bama 
and ex-candidate for 


President, doesn't know about 
it, but his former youth organ- 
ization has turned into a budding 
Hitler youth movement. 


It happened almost 
without 


anyone knowing about it, in the 
way things happen where Nazis 
are concerned. 
The founders of "Youth 
for 


Wallace" had every intention of 
keeping the organization intact 
under a new name, National 
Youth Alliance. However, they 
made the mistake of getting 
obligated financially to Willis 
Carto, founder of the Liberty 
Lobby and mastermind of the 
new neo-Nazi movement in the 
United States. 
The takeover of the Wallace 
youth movement was clinched at 
a regional NYA leadership con- 
ference, Jan. 25, at Conley's 
Motel outside Monroeville, Pa. 
Carto sent Curtis B. Dall, fig- 
urehead president of Liberty 
Lobby, a neo-Nazi front, to ad- 
dress the morning session. 
The evening session was tak- 
en over by the Francis Parker 
Yockey Movement, with Carte 
himself as the guest of honor. 
The late Yockey, whose book 
"Imperium" has become the 
new "Mein Kampf," is the pa- 
tron saint of the neo-Nazi move- 
ment. He ridicules democracy, 
calls the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence "rationalistic non- 
sense," depicts the influx of 
Jews into the United States as 
an "alien invasion," denoun- 
ces the idea of "equality and 
tolerance" 
as 
"Communist 


propaganda," and describes the 
American occupation of post- 
war Germany as "a war of loot- 
ing, hanging and 
starvation 


against defenseless Europe." 


He calls "for the complete 
cleansing of the Western soul" 
of equality, democracy, parlia- 
mentarism, money -worship, 
"weak ideals of 'happiness' and 
the life." This great purge 
should be followed, he declares, 
by 
a 
bloody Aramageddon 


against Russia. 
"Only armies matter now," he 


concludes. 
The Conley's Motel meeting on 
Jan. 25 was attended by doctors, 
lawyers and businessmen from 
the 
Pennsylvania-New York 


area, who were Identified only 
by code names but were dis- 
ciples of Yockey. 


SURPRISE PARTY 
Most of the National Youth 


Association leaders were pa- 
triotic 
conservatives. 
They 


were stunned when they found 
their meeting room hung with 
Nazi banners. The assembled 
neo-Nazis even showed off their 
collection of Nazi war relics. 
On the confidential program 
this was described in cautious 
words. The p r o g r a m read: 
"Speakers, marching music, 
display of European war relics, 
refreshments (bring your own 
bottle). Exclusively for march- 
ing patriots, destiny thinkers, 
culture-bearers." At 
the 


bottom was the neo-Nazi slo- 
gan, "Was Mlchnichtumbringt, 
macht Mich starker," which 
means, "What does not destroy 
me makes me stronger." 
The meeting began with the 
singing of the Nazi anthem, 
Horst Wessel Lied, followed by 
a series of strident speeches. 
One highlight of the evening was 
a telephone report from Revilo 
Oliver, a notorious anti-Semite, 
who couldn't be present in per- 
son. 
After this frenzied evening, 
the National Youth leaders tried 
to cut loose from Carto. Here-

fused to be severed. First, he 
demanded that they turn over to 
him all the organization's as- 
sets. He claimed that NYA was 
a branch of Action Associates, 
one of the many front groups he 
controlled. 
On March 5, Washington police 
received a report from John 
Acord, the NYA chairman, that 
Carto allegedly had broken into 
NYA headquarters and taken a 
file cabinet. Acord did not, how- 
ever, press charges.

from Carto that the National 
Youth Alliance had changed Its 
mailing address to his own 
headquarters at Liberty Lobby.

NEO-NAZI TAKEOVER 
This episode was followed by 
brief legal maneuvering. The 
NYA leaders, however, couldn't 
raise the funds to continue the 
fight. They resigned en masse 
after sending a letter to local 
NYA leaders, dated March 24, 
explaining their action. 


The letter didn't mention the 


neo-Nazi nature of the takeover. 
It merely identified the rival 
group as "older people." 
"This group of older people, 


who have been providing much 
of the financial contributions to 
the NYA," explained the letter, 
"suddenly declared NYA to be 
a committee of Action Associ- 
ates, Inc., a connection of which 
we had never heard. 


"When we refused to accept 


this control, our bank account 
was frozen and our mall stop- 
ped. Legally and morally, we 
were In an unassailable posi- 
tion. Practically, however, we 
found ourselves up the prover- 
bial creek, financially . . . 


"It should be emphasized that 


this was not a split within the 
NYA. Of our 17 regional and 
national officers, only two back- 
ed the older group. We would 
prefer to stand and fight. How- 
ever, we believe our leadership 
realizes what a group of people 
with a great deal of money can 
do to tie up an organization in- 
terms of legal maneuvering.* 


"We of the national 
office 


had therefore determined that 
our only course is to capitu- 
late to superior force." 


The letter was signed by na- 
tional officers John Acord, Den- 
nis McMahon and Louis An- 
drews. 


After their walkout, the Na- 


tional Youth Alliance fell under 
the complete control of the 
neo-Nazi Francis Parker Yock- 
ey Movement and Willis Carto.

ON ' "WORKABLE 
PROPOSALS 


Mr. 
Nixon was apparently 


pressed to adumbrate his pro- 
posals for domestic reform a- 
head of schedule, and he was 
good-humoredly annoyed. He 
wanted to take his time, one 
gathers. So that, in his press 
conference, he chided some of 
his pursuers by observing that 
reforms are very easily pro- 
posed by those who have mere- 
ly to tap them out on their type- 
writers; but that what he strove 
after was ' 'workable" reforms. 


Now a "workable" reform can 
mean one of several things, 
and Mr. Nixon was careful not 
to specify which he had in mind. 
By 
"workable" 
he 
might 


mean a) a reform that he might 
hope to pass through aCongress 
which, alter all, is organized by 
Democrats. Or he might mean 
by "workable" b) a reform 
which the public would tolerate, 
the public and the Congress not 
being, on all matters, agreed. 
Or he might mean c) workable 
in the sense that: 
it would 


work, i.e., that things would 
actually improve, by almost 
everybody's reckoning, upon the 
passage of such a reform. 


Consider 
a lew examples. 


Lowering taxes, at this par- 
ticular moment, could probably 
get through a) and b), but not 
c) —the threat of inflation being 
as it is. Lowering the oil de- 
pletion allowance substantially 
might get past b) and c), but 
not a). Eliminating the draft 
and substituting a volunteer 
military would probably make 
it through tests a) and c), but 
not, Gallup tells us, b). 
It is In such quandaries as 
these that one sees especially 
the necessity for the leader, who 
concerns 
himself primarily 


with what is workable in fact, 
and then mobilizes public opin- 
ion and Congress to go along. 
The politicians' temptation is 
usually in the other direction— 
to consult first what a Congress 


led by the opposition party will 
likely consent to go along with; 
keeping a weather eye on pub- 
lic opinion —and ignore even a 
fight for what it is that should 
be done and which a morally 
and empirically alert public 
might be persuaded to sanct- 
ion if the case for it is cogent- 
ly made. 


Mr. Peter Drucker has written 


an essay which, really, Mr. 
Nixon and his advisers should 
closely read. It is a part of 
his book, The Age of Discontin- 
uity, and it is called the "Sick- 
ness of Government." 


Government, 
Mr. Drucker 


said, is precisely not a "doer." 
Its role is to focus on that 
which, in behalf of people, needs 
publicly to accomplished. But 
the 
moment the government 


seeks to do what needs doing 
by Itself, it almost guarantees 
poor results. Mr.Drucker goes 
so far as to observe that if the 
government had done absolutely 
nothing at all in the big cities, 
said cities would probably be 
better off today, 
One of the reasons why gov- 


ernment is not 
a doer, he 


stresses, is that it proves al- 
most Impossible to get gov- 
ernments out of a bad engage- 
ment. He cites, among others, 
the farm 
subsidy program, 


which goes on and on and on, 
because the elimination of It 
would be blocked by a). The 
virtue of private business is 
perhaps what it can accom- 
plish. But its principal virtue, 
viewed as a coordinate insti- 


tution of government, is that it 
is capable of going broke. There 
is, always, some relation be- 
tween the goal of a business 
and the survival of a business. 
Henry Ford the First was forced 
to retire his Model T and Henry 
Ford the Third was forced to 
retire his Edsel. If the Fords 
had been the government, the 
Model T would still be chug- 
ging along. Could we not gear 
all government enterprises to 
performance, 
providing 
tor 


their 
automatic 
elimination 


when they cease to provide what 
services they are set up to a- 
chleve? 


Mr. Drucker's thesis, as elab- 


orated by him is above all ex- 
citing because it is eminently 
workable according to standard 
c). 
The notion, for Instance, 


of turning over the Post Office 
to some sort of a public corp- 
oration was proposed even by 
a Democratic postmaster, Mr. 
O 'Brlen. If Mr. Nixon were to 
strike out audaciously, in pur- 
suit of a new relationship be- 
tween government and the exec- 
utives of government policy, he 
might , just 
might, win the 


approval of a dumbfounded Con- 
gress. Certainly he could at- 
tract the excitement of the pub- 
lic. 
Granted there would be 


many casualties:

You 
can be certain that your physi- 
cian must have considered oral 
use of drugs and came to the 
important conclusion that in- 
sulin would be more beneficial. 
With proper persuasion by his

PROPOSALS 
Mr. 
Nixon 
was 
apparently 
pressed to adumbrate his p ro­ 
posals for domestic reform a - 
head of schedule, and he was 
good-humoredly annoyed.

wanted to take his time, one 
gathers. So that, in his p ress 
conference, he chided some of 
his pursuers by observing that 
reform s are very easily p ro ­ 
posed by those who have m ere­ 
ly to tap them out on their type­ 
w riters; but that what he strove 
after was “ workable” reform s. 
Now a “ workable” reform can 
mean one of several things, 
and Mr. Nixon was careful not 
to specify which he had in mind.

Or he might mean 
by “ workable” b) a reform 
which the public would tolerate, 
the public and the Congress not 
being, on all m atters, agreed.

everybody’s reckoning, upon the 
passage of such a reform . 
Consider 
a few 
exam ples. 
Lowering taxes, at this p a r­ 
ticular moment, could probably 
get through a) and b), but not 
c) —the threat of inflation being 
a s It is. 
Lowering the oil de­ 
pletion allowance substantially 
might get past b) and c), but 
not a). Eliminating the draft 
and 
substituting a volunteer 
m ilitary would probably make 
It through tests a) and c), but 
not, Gallup tells us, b). 
It Is in such quandaries as 
these that one sees especially 
the necessity for the leader, who 
concerns 
himself prim arily 
with what Is workable in fact, 
and then mobilizes public opin­ 
ion and Congress to go along. 
The politicians’ temptation is 
usually in the other direction— 
to consult first what a Congress 


led by the opposition party will 
likely consent to go along with; 
keeping a weather eye on pub­ 
lic opinion —and ignore even a 
fight for what it is that should 
be done and which a morally 
and empirically alert public 
might be persuaded to sanct­ 
ion if the case for it is cogent­ 
ly made. 
Mr. Peter Drucker has written 
an 
essay which, really, Mr. 
Nixon and his advisers should 
closely read. 
It is a part of 
his book, The Age of Discontin­ 
uity, and it is called the “ Sick­ 
ness of Government." 
Government, 
Mr. 
Drucker 
said. Is precisely not a “ doer." 
Its role is to focus on that 
which, In behalf of people, needs 
publicly to accomplished. But 
the 
moment 
the government 
seeks to do what needs doing 
by itself, It almost guarantees 
poor results. M r.Drucker goes 
so far as to observe that if the 
government had done absolutely 
nothing at all in the big cities, 
said cities would probably be 
better off today, 
One of the reasons why gov­ 
ernm ent is not 
a doer, he 
stresses, is that it proves al­ 
m ost impossible to get gov­ 
ernm ents out of a bad engage­ 
ment. He cites, among others, 
the farm 
subsidy 
program, 
which goes on and on and on, 
because the elimination of it 
would be blocked by a). 
The 
virtue of private business is 
perhaps what it can accom­ 
plish. But its principal virtue, 
viewed as a coordinate insti­ 


tution of government, is that it 
Is capable of going broke. There 
Is, always, some relation be­ 
tween the goal of a business 
and the survival of a business. 
Henry Ford the F irst was forced 
to re tire his Model T and Henry 
F ord the Third was forced to 
re tire his Edsel. If the Fords 
had been the government, the 
Model T would still be chug­ 
ging along. Could we not gear 
all government enterprises to 
perform ance, 
providing 
for 
their 
automatic 
elimination 
when they cease to provide what 
services they are set up to a - 
chleve? 
. 
M r. Drucker’s thesis, as elab­ 
orated by him Is above all ex­ 
citing because it is eminently 
workable according to standard 
c). 
The notion, for instance, 
of turning over the Post Office 
to some sort of a public corp­ 
oration was proposed even by 
a Democratic postm aster, Mr. 
O ’B rien. 
If Mr. Nixon were to 
strike out audaciously, in pur­ 
suit of a new relationship be­ 
tween government and the exec­ 
utives of government policy, he 
might , just 
might, win the 
approval of a dumbfounded Con­ 
g ress. 
Certainly he could at­ 
tra c t the excitement of the pub­ 
lic. 
Granted there would be 
many casualities: 
precisely 
those expensive accretions (the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard multiplied 
by one thousand) which we need 
to do away with in order to get 
government back to the business 
>f governing, rather than doing, 
o r adm inistering.

The decision to use insulin 
is purely a medical one. You 
can be certain that your physi­ 
cian m ust have considered oral 
use of drugs and came to the 
im portant conclusion th a t in­ 
sulin would be more beneficial. 
With proper persuasion by his 
doctor, by you, and perhaps 
by his company officials, he 
will be given the security that 
the diabetic who follows a 
proper diet with insulin, avoids 
overweight and tobacco, can 
probably live a life of normal 
productivity in his job and 
particularly in his fam ily.

The muscles of the intes­ 
tinal tract can easily become 
lazy and w ait for the laxative 
rather 
than 
do 
their 
own 
work. The habit can be broken 
in most instances by taking 
six glasses of water a day with 
a high residue diet. 
When once a physician has 
ruled 
out 
any 
underlying 
physical disorders for this con­ 
dition. the diet can be used. A 
high 
residue 
diet 
contains 
foods th a t have a considerable 
amount of cellulose n o r m a lly 
found in fruits and vegetables, 
and foods that are bulky. 
Grapefruit, 
w h o l e 
grain 
cereal, bread, butter, eggs, can 
be varied for breakfast. Meat, 
salad fruit, rice, potato, and 
vegetables can be 
had for 
lunch. Dinner can be a varia­ 
tion of the lunch and fruit or 
juice can be taken between 
meals.
